Adult Educator, Terms 
1NRA 'Fizzle' 
"rpHE NRA has meant a lot for a 
few, and nothing for the masses" 
declared Dr. G. F. Beck field repre- 
sentative of the American Association 
for Adult Education yesterday In 
an interview at McGill. "Thé, Amer- 
ican people are not ready for a scheme 
of this kind. They have been edu- 
cated and trained to the profit motive, 
and don't know how to co-operate.- 
I have great hopes for the public 
works program, however." Dr. Beck 
made it clear that this was only his 
personal minion, and not that of his 
organization.-. 

, The American visitor is in Montreal 
for a short time on business. He is 
arranging a series" of lectures to be

financed '. y the Carnegie Corporation, 
which controls the American Associa- 
tion for Adult Education. 

NBA "Fiizlc" 
Dr. Beck's attitude towards the 
Roosevelt policy was further summed 
up in the words "The New Deal has 
turned out to be a fizzle because the 
people of the United States have not 
been educated to the idea ot co-oper- 
ation. The NRA has done nothing 
more than make the rich . people 
richer, and the poor people- poorer."- 
Dr. Beck's remarks were made during 
the course or a discussion concerning 
adult education, in which he said that 
"Your American neighbours are ex- 
tremely interested in adult educa- 
tional matters in Canada, and very 
anxious to help." He related the role 
ol adult education in the United 
States and the etfect the NRA has 
had on it. It was then that he de- 
clared the NRA a failure.

Engineering Linked 
Up With Economics 

Theory Advanced at Meeting 
of Junior Institute 

An outline- of the beginnings of en- 
gineering and its connection with 
economics, as contained in a paper 
read by Mr. Raymond Reed, featured 
the rinal meeting ot the fall session of 
the Junior Section of the Montreal 
Branch of the Engineering Institute of 
Canada, held last night at the Branch 
Headquarters. 

Mr. Reed attempted to show that a 
knowledge of economics is essential to 
the modern engineer. He defined En- 
gineering as "The art of directing the 
great powers of nature to the uses and 
convenience ot man." Starting from 
prehistoric times, when men first be- 
gan to specialize in their occupations, 
thus becoming dependent on one an- 
other's products, the trader , between 
them, or business man, who 'is now 
known as the financier, has grown to 
control the engineer, Tire engineer is 
not self-supporting: he needs money 
to finance his projects. Unintelligent 
financing, stated Mr. Reed, was one 
of the principal causes ot the recent- 
depression. 

An engineer, suggested the speaker, 
is in the ' position or an automobile 
driver who doesn't know the road and 
has to be directed gy the man in the 
'back scat. He has not the capability 
of financing his product. The fin- 
ancier, on the other hand, is handi- 
capped by. a lack of knowledge of out- 
lets for his capital. How to bring these 
two . extremes together; Is one of oui 1 * 
mcSt pressing problems. : 



Lectures on World Conditions 
From Middle Ages to 
Present Times 

••rpHE World in. Revolt" is the title 
of a series of lectures to be given 
early hi 1335, which form a short 
course on the conditions of the world 
in its varying stages. This group of 
lectures will be sponsored by the De- 
partment of Educption of the Young 
Men's Hebrew Association of Mont- 
real, and will be given by the follow- 
ing lecturers: Mr? H. C. Goldenberg, 
Mr. Eugene Forscy. and Professor 
F. R. Scott, of MoGllI University, and 
Professor V. C. Wimsbrough of Lower 
Canada College. 
This lecture course represents a 
complete revision of the econom- 
. political, ana Industrial condi- 
tions of the world jfrom earliest times 
to the present daj. It will also in- 
clude the subject. pf Canada's aspect 
towards present world arfairs. 
Industry and Democracy 
The course will begin with two lec- 
tures on the state of the world before 
and after the Industrial Revolution 
in such fields as Agriculture, indus- 
try, and Commercç traced from the 
Middle Ages, Theorise of Democracy 
will be considered from various angles, 
and also the 
World War, politick 
cally, . ";} 

The lectures will continue with a 
discussion of the;' recent economic 
depression, together with its 'effects 
and possible lessons to the public. 
Following this,, will be considered the 
topic of government. The three alter- 
natives suggested; are Fascism, Social- 
ism, and the new Capitalism. These 
will be treated from the points of 
view of Canadians ' and their modern 
tendencies. 

Canadian Situation 
F. R. Scott, professor of Civil Law 
at . MiKJlirUnlversnT," will deliver four 
lectures dealing with the situation 
of ..Canada. He will discuss the cur- 
rent-politics and economics in this 
country, and the relationship of Can- 
ada with the British Empire and for- 
eign countries. 

j The complete course consists, Of ten 
{ectures, the first to take place on 
January 10, 1935, to be followed by 
the others during February and 
March. The fee for registration is 
ihree dollars, any further information 
may be obtained from the Education 
Office of the Y.M.H.A.

Biological Society 
To Consider Mind 
Environment Today 

^N ATTEMPT to correlate all 
the researches relative to, the 
environment of the mind into a 
homogeneous and comprehensive 
viewpoint on the physiology of 
sensation will be made by Profes- 
sor D. li. Thompson at the Biolog- 
ical Society meeting at 8.15 in the 
-Biological Building tonight. 

"The Environment of the Mind" 
.is the topic of Professor Thomp- 
, son's address which will consider 
recent investigations on the struc- 
tural and physiological mechanics 
of sensation. The work of Adrian 
Bronk and A. V. Hill who have 
made remarkable discoveries in the 
field of the mechanism of sensory 
nerves will be discussed. 

The use of the oscillograph in 
determining the nature of the so- 
called action currents of nervous 
impulse will also be dealt with by 
the speakers while concepts like 
the Weber-Fechner Law and its 
neuro-physiological meaning will 
be the subject of special considera- 
tion.

Nova Scotian Cleric Rebukes 
McGill ; Professor's 
Attitude 

JN ANSWER to a radio address given 
by Professor C. A. Brodie Brock- 
well last Wednesday", night hi which 
the McGill professor criticizes the 
agitation stirred up by a Nova Scotian 
pastor, Dr. Alexander Murray, who 
protested against the use of a text- 
book entitled "The Story of Civiliza- 
tion" in Nova Scotian high schools, 
a statement was issued over the week- 
end by the Sydney Presbyterian 
Church pastor rebuking Professor 
Brockwell. 

- Dr ; Murray -stooa- out -against the 
doctrine of man's "zoological garden" 
history, sponsored by Professor Brock- 
well-last week. Dr. Murray stated in 
part: "Professor Brockwell says we 
are trying to deny the children.' of 
Nova Scotia the privileges enjoyed by 
children m secular schools all over 
the Empire of being, familiar in an 
'innocent way' with the general theory 
of man's evolution. 

"Zoological Garden" 
"We want McGlll and the govern- 
ment to know, that as parents, our 
children belong to us and not to the 
state, and that we are simply not 
going to allow them to be taught in 
an 'innocent way' that our ancestors 
came out of a zoological garden. And 
further we want McGlll and the gov- 
ernment to know that in teaching 
that which offends the religion of the 
people it is violating the Education 
Act." 

Several weeks ago Dr. Murray start- 
ed an agitation to have the evolu- 
tionary - theory textbook abolished, 
and with .ihis end in view, he pre- 
sented a petition signed by twelve 
hundred members of his congregation 
to the government. 

Professor Brockwell hi retort to Dr. 
Murray's first efforts, stated in his 
radio ' address various salient points 
upheld by those opposed to- the liter- 
alists, who would accept the Bible 
practically word for word. Professor

Their 3600 mile voyage was one ot the greatest tri- 
umphs in the history of navigation. 

This volume concludes the series and relates 
the adventures of the small band of mutineers 
under Fletcher Christian who had escaped the law, 
and who. settled upon Pltcairn's island In the lonely 
Pacific. With their wives and a few native friends, 
a community was. established, and for eighteen 
years all contact with the outer world was cut off.

"Tfff WATS OP WHITE FOLKS," — 
Langs ton Hughes. 
A gullible PUBLIC ha* all too frequently been 
the passive recipient of what one or another 
author thinks Is wrong with civilisation and man- 
kind in general;, and so It is with a kindly feeling 
that we can consider an author who refrains from 
venting his ire on the vagaries of man. 

Langston Hughes, a negro author, undoubtedly 
has good cause, to complain of the treatment per- 
haps he himself, and certainly others of hU race, 
have received at the hands of unsympathetic and 
unkind white follM. Yet despite this, he make* no 
specific complaint, he hurls no invectivât, but, 
simply, quietly, with a touch of cynical humour, and 
a sprinkling, of pathos, he tolls stories. Stories 
which show the influence of an O'Henry in their 
swift conclusion,, and possess an individuality which 
stamps tho author as a master of short «tory style, 
are flashed rapidly before the reader in this book 
which deals with the modern negw, his trials and 
problems, in a most understanding 'manner. As 
his range the author has the cabarets of Harlem, 
the art garrets of Greenwich Village and the plan- 
tations of Virginia, set against a background of 
lynching, rape, and raoial segregation, No side of 
the negro character as the author sees it, is omitted, 
and yet no particular side unduly stressed- It gives 
the reader a deopor insight into the Importance of 
race and colour problems. 

As for the white people who appear In the 
pages of this book, they are of thu "white trash" 
variety. They aie depicted as mean, selfish or ego- 
centric, and at best, if kind, and sympathetic, only 
so out. of charity and the "I'll go to heaven for 
this' 1 sentiment.

and of business activity. 

Peculiarly enough the ' immediate 
response to my suggestion that die 
railway age In Canada is far from 
ended was the reply that of all Ca- 
nadians I had been perhaps the most 
definite i-. my criticism of over- 
expansion of railway mileage in this 
country in the past. Now that criti- 
cism is one which I should scarcely 
have to face. The people of Canada 
art far too Intelligent to imagine 
that because I believe that we have 
made mistakes In past developments I 
must agree that we have come to the 
end of all development. 
I Let me put it in this way: I know, 
and Z am sure everyone in this room

will agree with me, that in the past, to 
take a single instance, there have

been too many hotels built In the city 
of Vancouver. Because I say that, 
am I to be charged with arguing that 
there is no room here for another 
grain elevator, for another factory, or 
for more homes and schools'.' 

This is a perfectly fair analogy. I 
have said, and I say again, that lines 
• V of railway paralleling each other for 
thousands of miles, each one of which 
would be more than adequate to pro- 
vide for the entire volume of traffic 
throughout that area, represent an 
economic error of the gravest type 
I say again that two half -empty trains 
leaving one city to go to another city 
are perfect examples of economic 
folly. I say again that the spending 
of two dollars to provide transporta- 
tion which could be paid for with one 
dollar Is economic nonsense. Do these 
statements constitute any adequate 
reason why I should then not say to 
you Sthat there still remain In this 
country hundreds of miles of railway 
to be constructed, thousands of op- 
portunities to run new trains, and 
room for the us: of millions of dol- 
lars of new railway capital in many 
— and particularly not ' fully ' devel- 
of the country'.' 
as I am concerned I can

f for me to say again here what I have

I wish to make it clear that, despite 
the fact that I am an officer of one 
of two great railway systems in tills 
country, my attitude to this problem
